Sat- 
isfactory on all but one or two 
technical points and with these 
out of the way the only remaining 
step will be the formal drafting• 
o-f a contract for the year ending 
April 1, T916. 


This contract will be subject to 


ratification by the United Mine 
Workers' organization in the sub- 
district where the strike originat- 
ed and by all the members of the 
Eastern Ohio Operators' associa- 
tion. This ratification is under- 
stood to be merely a necessary 
formality.
